The Ohio delegation in con­ 
gress now consists of 15 Republicans 
and 6 Democrats, but this would be re­ 
versed by the Democratic m anagers if 
they had the power and it was possible 
to make up the districts so, even if 
they did look like a bootleg or a rail 
fence. 
'flie election of the Democratic state 
ticket, therefore, means the redistrict­ 
ing of the state for legislative pur- 
poses, so as to make almost impossible 
the election of a Republican to the 
United States senate in 1902. and de­ 
priving the Republicans of Ohio of 
their fair representation in congress.
